PRODUCTION OF CLEAN SEED 

The invesiigation inte the conditions 
of the seed trade conducted by the Do- 
sninion deprrtment of agriculture dur- 
ing the past two years has elearly 
ebown that there is vast room for im- 
provement. The outceme has been the 
iniroduction Mnto parliament by the 
minister of agriculture of «a bill to im- 
-prove the condicioms that have been 
shown to exist. The bill is intended 
to prohibit the svle of any commercial 
eeeds which may contain seeds of such 


weeds as wild mustard, ponny-cress 


.ox-eye daisy, perennial sow thistle, 
rag weed, Dindweed amd several others: 
and to provide for the grading of all 
sceds sold as either Grade No. 1, Grado 
No. Il, Grade No. FH, or screenings. 
The requirements @f exch grade are 
spceified, (he Dads ef grading being 
the per cent of pure, hving secd, and 
in the case of the higher grades. the 
frecdom from specilie@ werd seeds in 
addition iv those above mentioned. The 
grading is to de done by ibe seedsmen 
themselves, Dut samples may be sent 
for analysis to the department of ag- 
riculture at Ottawa, 

The bill has aroused gieat interest 
among the seedsmen, as. should it be- 
come law. much greater care will be 
required in grading than is at pres- 
ent the case. A deputation of promin- 


ent Canrdian seedsmen waited upon 
the minister of agricullure a week or 
two ago to protest against the pass- 


he bill ae drafted, claiming that 
some of the clauses were impracticable 
and that. if enforced, would cause un- 
dave resiriction and possible suspension 
of trade. They chaim that it ts smpos- 
eible to obtain in sufficient quantity 
seed of ine higher grades, owing to 
the prevalence of weed seeds Many 
of these il is impraeticabdle to clean out 
on account of their similarity in size 
and weight to the clover seeds. Much 
of the seed reccived from the producers 
is vile with weed seeds, and alihough 
at may be greatly umproved hy cleaa- 
ing, cannoL by any meaus be made per- 
feci 

The demand this year has been much 
greaicr than in any prev.Ous year for 
the best recleaned seed, due largely to 
the preaching of the gospel of good 
seed by the agriculivural department. 
In foci, it was stated by one of the 
Jeading seedsmen, that as far as de- 
mand for good seed was concerned, 
there had been more improvement in
